The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
teach a polarizer having a water vapor transmission rate of 4. g/100in 2 /24 hrs without any 
protective film (see 4,416,946). Furthermore, it would have been obvious to combine this 
polarizer with any LCD since water vapors degrade the display and thus one would be motivated 
to use any low water vapor transmission polarizer to prevent water from seeping into the display. 
However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest "providing a moisture vapor 
transmission rate of less than about 4.6 gm/m 2 /day and on oxygen rate of less then about 0.005 
ml/m2/day to the liquid crystal display structure."
